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1. FOLLOWING UP ON OUR TALK YESTERDAY, 1 DISCUSSED ANGOLA 
AGAIN AT THIS MORNING'S MEETING WITH PRESIDENT MOBUTU WITH 
A VIEW TO GETTING A BETTER IDEA OF HOW HE SEES THE POLITICAL 
SITUATION THERE WORKING OUT. 

2. MOBUTU SAID THAT AS THINGS ARE GOING NOW HE DOES NOT 
RPT NOT THINK HOLDEN ROBERTO ALONE CAN BECOME THE MASTER 
OF INDEPENDENT ANGOLA. NETO HAS THE MEANS AND WILL TO 
PREVENT THAT. NOR DOES MOBUTU HAVE ANY CONEIDENCE THAT 
ANY COMPROMISE AGREEMENT SUCH AS THAT REACHED AT THE 
RECENT SUMMIT MEETING IN KENYA WILL WORK. WHAT IS NEEDED 
NOW IS TO BRING UP HOLDEN'S AND SAVIMBI'S MILITARY STRENGTH 
TO THE POINT WHERE THEY CAN BALANCE OFF NETO'S. HOPEFULLY 
SUCH BALANCE OF MILITARY STRENGTH WILL SERVE TO MINIMIZE 
THE DANGER OF BLOODSHED. IF HOLDEN AND SAVIMBI ARE NOT 
HELPED, NETO MAY WELL SEIZE ANGOLA. 

3. MOBUTU SAID A PROPOSAL HAD BEEN MADE (I 

BELIEVE HE APPEARED TO THINK BY NETO) FOR HOLDEN, NETO 
AND SAVIMBI TO SHARE THE PRESIDENCY OF ANGOLA ON A 
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THOUGH UNWISELY- AND CONTINUES TO URGE ELECTIONS. 

MOBUTU THINKS ELECTIONS BY THEMSELVES WILL NOT BE A 
SOLUTION. WHILE HE IS CONFIDENT HOLDEN WILL WIN ELECTION, 

NETO WILL THEN IMMEDIATELY SCREAM FRAUD AND MOVE TO PREVENT 
HOLDEN FROM ASSUMING LEADERSHIP. AT THAT 

POINT MOBUTU, TOGETHER WITH OTHER AFRICAN LEADERS WHO MIGHT 

JOIN HIM, WILL STEP IN TO PRESS FOR SAVIMBI AS A 

COMPROMISE. 

3. MOBUTU SAID THAT, DESPITE DIFFICULTIES IN THE PAST, 

HOLDEN AND SAVIMBI ARE NOW WORKING WELL TOGETHER 
BEHIND THE SCENES. HOWVER, MOBUTU THINKS IT IS UNFOR- 
TUNATE THAT HOLDEN REFUSES TO RETURN TO ANGOLA AND 
MENTIONED, WITH A REGRETFUL SHAKE OF THE HEAD, THAT NOW 
HOLDEN IS GOING TO EUROPE FOR MEDICAL TREATMENT (LUMBAGO, 
MOBUTU SAID). HE ADDED HOLDEN NEEDS TRUCKS, FUEL AND 
FOOD TO PROVIDE FOR THE 15,000 FNLA TROOPS STILL IN ZAIRE. 

4. MOBUTU BELIEVES THE REFUGEES IN ZAIRE SHOULD RETURN 
TO ANGOLA, BUT INDICATED THIS WOULD NOT BE TOO DIFFICULT 
FOR HOLDEN TO MANAGE IF HE CAN GET THE KIND OF MATERIAL 
ASSISTANCE HE HAS MENTIONED: MONEY, FOOD, ARMS, AMMO AND 
TRUCKS. REFUGEES WOULD SIMPLY MOVE BACK OVER BORDER AND 
WOULD MAINLY NEED FOOD UNTIL THEY CAN HARVEST NEW FOOD 
CROPS. 

5. 1 REITERATED TO MOBUTU REMARKS I HAD MADE 
INITIALLY ON THIS SUBJECT (REFTEL), THAT THE SECRETARY 
WOULD BE VERY INTERESTED IN LEARNING OF THESE FURTHER 
VIEWS AND I WOULD REPORT THEM PROMPTLY.
